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Puget Sound Shrimp Fishery Policy C-3610

A revised policy was adopted by the Commission on December 15, 2012,
Protect and conserve the Puget Sound shrimp resource;
Provides for recreational and commercial fisheries;

The Puget Sound recreational non-spot shrimp pot fishery will be managed
to take up to 20% of the state quota;

Overall Puget Sound spot shrimp allocation objective of 70% recreational
and 30% commercial,

Commercial and recreational allocations in Regions 1 and 3 may be
adjusted annually or in-season by equal percentage points as needed to
ensure that the Puget Sound general allocation objective of 70%-30% is
attained.

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Fishery Adjustments in Regions 1 and 3 For 2016

» Region 1 West and portions of Region 3 will be open daily for
recreational harvest;

» Spot shrimp daily limit will be increased in Region 1 West and 3
starting on June 1,

» Any unutilized recreational harvest shares from Region 1 West and 3
will be provided to the commercial fishery.
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Summary
Recreational fisheries were open in all Puget Sound regions
Commercial fishery occurred in Regions 1 and 3 as per policy C-3610.

Overall the recreational fishery harvested 61% of the state’s quota. Policy C-3610
defines an overall recreational target of 70%.

The recreational fishery was unable to catch the harvest target in Region 1 West
and 3 and 22,000 pounds of the recreational target was transferred to the
commercial fishery in late August.

To achieve the overall 70% recreational harvest target, adjustments will be made
in the 2016 fishery in Regions 1 and 3 to provide additional recreational harvest
opportunity.
